amount seems, there is evidence in tbe 
exchanges of the clearing booses that 
it is not an over statement. For the 
exchangee at twenty-three cities, for the 
twelve months ending July 31, amount 
to $59,874,439,943, and a large propor- 
tion of payments were made through 
banks not of the clearing house cities, 
while a very large amount also appears 
in the clearing-house returns as balan- 
ces paid daily. Indeed, it is evident 
that the aggregate of payment through 
banks ia larger than the amount named, 
because a considerable part of the pay- 
ments are made through banks not of 
the national system. 


Counting the transactions of these 


hanks also,~and the. payments to sav- 
ings banks, we may probably say with 
safety that the aggregate is not far from 
$100,000,000,000 yearly. The research- 
es of Mr. Knox show in what propor- 
tion these payments are made to the 
national banks in checks and drafts.— 
In New York the proportion is 98.7 per 
cent., and is larger there than anywhere 
else. In Philadelphia it is 96.9 per 
cent.; in Boston 96.5 per cent.; in Chi- 
cago 91.9 per cent.; and in the twelve 
reserve cities outside of New York it is 
94.4 per cent. 
At Washington alone 


the ratio falls below 80 per cent., and 
Washington is not a commercial city. 
The lowest average at any of tbe com- 
mercial cities is 82.3 per cent at St. 
Loois. Thus it appears that the pro- 
portion of actual money required in 
payments at the reserve cities other 
than New iork is only 5.6 per cent.; 
at New York it is only 1.3 per cent., 
and at the other places, where 1,731 
national banks are located, it is only 
18.3 per cent. The aggregate for all 
the banks reporting is only 4 9 per 
cent., and this means that out of $100,- 
000.000,000 paid yearly through the 
banks, about $95,000,000 is paid with- 
out the use of money. 


The importance of this statement, in 


any discussion concerning tbe amount 
ot currency for th« ready and safe 
transaction of business, is obvious.— 
Substantially, we use $20 in checks and 
drafts where we use $1 in money. Oth- 
er tables Riven by Mr. Knox show that 
about 4 per •cent, of the aggregate pay- 
ments are made in paper currency , 
about65 of 1 per cent, in gold ooin.aod 
about .!•€ of 1 per cent, in silver coin. 
The payments not made through banks 
are smaller in amount than the careless 
observer would imagine, For instance 
payments to retail dealers in cities and 
towns where there are banks of deposit 
usually appear in the payments of those 
dealers to the banks. Nevertheless, a 
considerable amount of payments in the 
aggregate is made without the interven- 
tion of banks, and therefore escapes 
any record 
Nearly tbe whole of this 


is made in paper or i& small coin. 


Generally, we may safely say there is 


needed in this country, for the transac- 
tion of a year's business through the 
bank?, about $4 on the $100 in paper, 
and about $1 on the $100 in coin, while 
somewhere from $5 to $10 more per 
$100 is required for payments not made 
through banks. At least nine-tenths of 
our business is done without the use of 
money. Perhaps four-fifths of the re-

It has a brown-stone front, bay 


windows, and is four atones tall. It is 
tbirty-seve* feet wide, and eiehty feet 
deep.

It is the opinion of the Chicago Times 


that a railroad war of unprecedented 
magnitude looms up on the horizon. 
An agreement wis made last year that 
the Burlington road

bash and Union Pacific should keep 
out of the Nebraska and Iowa territory 
of the Burlington. 
Since that date the 


Wabash has made its entry into Des 
Moincs. and Gould is arranging to ex- 
tend the Missouri Pacific to Omaha. 
The result of several conferences at the 
Burlington headquarters was a notice to 
the Gould lines that the compact was 
dissolved by bad faith. 
Gould then 


threatened to run the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas road into Chicago by a 
parallel line from Quincy. Next came 
the Santa Fe road with a protest against 
the extension of the Burlington track 
into Denver. 
Another firebrand was a 


movement by Gould toward an alliance 
of the Atobison, Texas Pacific, and 
Union Pacific interests against the 
Central and Southern Pacific. President 
Huntmgton then pledged himself to 
extend the Central Pacific to Yankton, 
should Gould carry out his plans. The 
latest scheme is one for an alliance be- 
tween the Burlington, Rio Grande and 
Central Pacific roads against Gould and 
his copartners, for which negotiations 
are said to be in progress. 
The Rock 


Island and Northwestern roads have 
each a large interest in the Denver traf- 
fic, and must take sides in the contro- 
versy.

Defaced Silver coins—Putting n Stop 


to Punching. 


An abuse has grown up of late, espe- 


cially in the west, that the treasury de- 
partment will devise some means to 
discourage at an early day. 
It appears 


that many persons engaged in trade 
have established a custom of punching 
holes in fractional coins. 
It is believed 


that they take in the pieces in perfect 
condition, punch out a small portion, 
and pass them again. 
To such an ex- 


tent is this abuse practiced in some lo- 
ca.ities that the banks have made com- 
plaint and have adopted measures to 
check it by 'establishing rates of 
dis- 


count for defaced coins. 
The custom 


is to allow but 5 cents for the punched 
10 cent pieces, 15 to 20 cents for the 
quarters, and about 40 cents for the 
half dollars. The treasury department 
will probably advise the public to refuse 


i these coins whenever offered to them, 


as the most effectual means of stopping 
this apecies of vandalism. 
Any person ] 


may refuse to take a coin with a hole ' 
punched in it on tbe ground that its 
value is cot what it was when issued 
and stamped by the government.

office about a strange disease among some 
cattle in the northeast part of thiscbuuiy, 
and^mention1 was made' of the fact; but 
since then' rio -..further complaints of the 
trouble have beeu made. - Inquiries made 
to.-day. among farmers lead us to believe^ 
that llacon county cattle generally are 
free from the peculiar dieeaae . as de- 
scribed below by Mr. AVashburn in Mon- 
day's Bloomingtou Pantograph: 


"It effects the eye<; al first they- become 


watery and then follows Inflammation, Ihe 
white of the eyes turning very jed.and the 
dark of the eyes apparently githerine 
and filling with a thick mucous 'matter, 
which wholly obfcures tbe eight. Tbe 
eyes swell very much, and finally break 
and discharge. The cattle at first teem 
to be iu great distress, but after tbe mat- . 
ter begins to discharge they seem free 
from pain. Some of the animals have 
been afflicted nearly three weeks, and are 
as blind now as at Drat. Some are afflict- 
ed onlv In one eye, others in both, and 
tbe afflicted eyes are totally blind. The 
stock being unable to find feed and water 
grow thin in flesh; their coats staring, and 
present generally an unthrifty look, la 
the pasture where I saw these animals 
there is good feed, good water, good 
shade and very few weeds, and in years 
before the stock running there have al- 
ways been thrifty and never afflicted with 
anything of tbe kind. As no cattle pass 
near them, and no unhealthy or diseased 
stock have been among them, the cause 
of the disease and its cure remains to be 
found "

EDS. REPUBLICAN- — We piomiaed to re- 


port the condition of tbe crops on our 
way. We passed through the state of In- 
diana on the I., D. & S. road to Indianap- 
olis, from there on the P..C. & C. road 
to Columbus, Ohio.

A very rewatkabie feature of 


xsean vegetation is the Sargasso sea. 


bis name is commonly used to des- 
nate a region of the Atlantic cov- 
ed bv the peculiar floating sea 
eed, either in tangled masses of 
onsiderable extent or simply scat- 
ered twigs, in tbe days of Colum- 
ns this was noticed, as the follow- 
ng from Knight's life of tbe great 
iscoverer shows: "Next day a calm 
nsned. Then light breezes came 
nd went. As the caravels advanced 
lowly they encountered gr«»t mass- 
es of sea weed, for they had arrived 
t the Mar de Sargasso, wtiere. over 
an extent ot surface which Hum- 
>oldt declares to be more than seven 
imes thearea-of France, the octan 
lain is thickly covered with float- 
ng verdure, and sometimes resem- 
>les a very undulating meadow. At 
irst tbe greater abundance of sea 
weed was noticed with delight, as a 
sign that the land was not far away. 
1'nen fears began to be felt, lest, per- 
chance, the only land might be found 
to be those hidden ledges and 
drowned islands of which fearful 
tales were told." It was at one time 
supposed that this enormous mass o 
gulf-weed in the Sargasso sea origi- 
nally grew on the Bahama and Flor- 
id* shores, and was torn thence by 
the powerful current of the gul 
stream; but it seems certain that i 
snch was its original source, the gul" 
weed now lives and propagates wbili 
freely floating on the ocean surface 
having become adapted by various 
modifications to its present mode o 
existence. The principal bank hts 
recently been placed between longi- 
tude 29 and 45 degrees west, and 
latitude 21 and 33 north, with 
smaller scattered masses extending 
several degrees beyond these limits 
on all sides. The smaller bank has 
not been so clearly defined, tb 
denser portion forming a band ex- 
tending to the northeast of Porto 
Riro and tothe latitude of Bermuda 
A Sargasso sea, which bears thi 
same relations to the North Pacifii 
currents that the one in the Atlan- 
tic does to tbe gulf stream, is founc 
northward of the Sandwich island 
and is said to occupy a still large 
space. 


Moist Air in Dwellings.

92 deg., and relative humidity, 8( 
to 85 deg., are not desirable nor at 
tainable at other seasons in the heat 
ing of dwellings.

ee both curative and prevent! v 
qualities of great value, and tha 
moist air, which promotes vegetabl 
growth, fc>, on sanitary grounds, no 
desirable for breathing; then, too 
tfee dew point is far belcw thefreez 
point of water in well-warmed anc 
ventilated rooms, where there i 
nothing of that sensation of drynes 
which is tifcualJy held to accompan 
the heat of a furnace, constructec 
and arranged according to theordi 
nary plan, when not supplied wit! 
water for evaporation.

The announcement of the death of Ex- 


Sheriff Forstmeyer, which took place this 
afternoon at 45 minutes past 12 o'clock, 
will occasion no surprise to our readers, 
as be has been near death's door for sev- 
eral days. He was first taken seriously 
ill on Saturday morning, August 6th, with 
cirrhosis of tbe liver, and since that day 
be has been confined to bis bed, being 
faithfully attended by his family, mem- 
bers of the Odd 
Fellows' order and 


friends. He was unconscious at the lime 
of his death, and passed away without a 
struggle. 


MARTIN FOHSTMBTBB was born in Was- 


sertruedingen, near Nuremburg, Bavaria, 
in March, 1830, and resided with his pa- 
rents in that town until he had reached 
the age of about 20 years, when he went 
to 
Muenchen, the capital of Bavaria, 


where be served for a short time as a 
steward in a hotel, serving also la tbe 
same position at a hotel at Frankfort-on- 
the-Main. He sailed for America in 1853, 
and on his.arrival here be found employ- 
ment en a railroad in New York. He 
come to Decatnr in tho fall of '53, and 
was among the few now living who as- 
sisted in building the Great Western 
Railroad, now known as tbe Wabash, St. 
Louis & Pacific. The deceased was twice 
married. His first wife, who was a sister 
of tbe deceased's widow, was chosen in 
1855. She died a few years afterward, 
when in 1865 Mr. Foralmeyer married 
again. About the year 1860 the deceased 
engaged in the ice and wood business, 
and in 1864, when he was first elected al- 
derman of the third ward, under Mr. J. 
J, Peddecord, who was then Mayor, be 
began to take a lively interest in city af- 
fairs. He served his constituents faith- 
fully as alderman and held the office for 
eight successive years, retiring at the 
close of the fiscal year 1871. In 1873 Mr. 
Forstmeyer was elected Mayor of Decttur, 
serving until 1874. He also figured largely 
in county affairs, being first elected assis- 
tant supervisor in 1868, and serving in that 
position until the close of tbe year 1870, 
when in April, 1871, he was chosen super- 
visor of this township, serving one year. 
In 1875 he was again elected assistant 
supervisor and held the position until 
1876, when he was formally nominated 
by the Republicans and elected sheriff of 
the county, and was re-elected in 1878, 
serving until 1880, when tbe present in- 
cumbent, Sheriff Foster, succeeded him. 
He was a charter member of Young 
America Hook & Ladder Co. No. 1, which 
was *formed about 1864, and was also an 
old and honored member of Decatur 
Lodge No. 65, I. O. O. F., and'also 
of Decatur Encampment, No. 37,1, 0. 0. 
F. After his retirement from tbe office 
of sheriff Mr. Forstmeyer opened a notion, 
fruit and news stand, on the corner of 
South Mala street and the old square, 
which be conducted with tbe assistance 
of bis children. 


The deceased leaves a widow and six 


children—Jane, Mary 
and Laura, and 


Frederick, William and Joseph. An uncle 
and brother reside at Nurembnrg, Ba- 
var ia. 


Martin Forstmeyer was in many respects 


a remarkable man. Without advantages 
in the way of education, and coming after 
arriving at man's estate to a strange coun- 


try, 
of whose customs and language he 


knew absolutely nothing, he had industry 
and force of character enough to make 
for himself a place among tbe leading 
spirits of his neighborhood. He was a 
public-spirited man, in tbe best sense of 
that term. He really loved to labor for 
what be conceived to be the interests of 
the community, and this he did without 
any hope of pecuniary reward. 
We risk 


nothing in saying that no man ever lived 
in Decatur who did a greater amount of 
hard work for tbe public, without pay, 
than Msrtln Forstmeyer. He was one of 
the prime movers in the agita lion which 
resulted in our present water works, and 
be spent much lime in visiting various 
cities wiiha-view of investigating the sub- 
ject of water supply. In like manner he 
entered with mnch spirit into every enter- 
prise of a public character that promised 
to be of benefit to the community, and it 
was never necessary to urge him to be ac- 
tive As a friend and neighbor Mr. Forst- 
meyer was generous to a fault. Behind a 
rough exlerior be carried as kind a heart 
as ever throbbed. He was emphatically 
the friend of '.be poor and those in dis- 
tress, and on more than one occasion has 
the writer seen his eyes glisten wilh sym- 
pathetic tears at tbe recital of some case 
of ooverty cr sickness thai had come to 
his notice. He could never resist a well 
told story of want or distress, and many 
a poor family has been made happy by 
his kind benefactions. 


As a public officer he was vigilant ia the 


discharge of bis duties, and while he may 
have erred—as man is prone to do—i; can- 
not be truthfully said of him that he was 
negligent or inattentive to the demaoda of 
bis position. He was a firm believer in 
the greatness and grandeur of the Amer- 
ican nation, and wns even more prjud of 
bis citizenship than it be bad been born 
beneath the flag be loved so well. Hum- 
ble as was his beginning in our midst, he 
came to fill a Urge sized space in our lo- 
cal history, »cd goes to bis grave amid 
tbe sincere grief of the people whom he 
has served so long, and who will be will- 
ing with one accord to say that he was a 
useful citizen.

H. H. Baows: Dear Sir—We sent tbe 


remains of Fred. Forstmeyer tbis morn- 
ing. 
I hardly knew how expensive a cof- 


fin to get. Wben Mr. Forstmeyer was 
last here be handed me $25 and told me 
to furnish bis son with anything be want- 
ed or needed; his idea was be wanted me 
to furnish something not furnished by the 
state. I have this money now and thought 
I would pay tor the coffin with it, $25 be- 
ing tbe price. Fred got out from one of 
our airing courts about 4 o'clock and ap- 
parently immediately took the railroad 
south or going south. It seems he was 
killed about 9.15 in the evening and not 
in Ibe morning as I telegrapbed. 
His 


death and tbat of his father coming so 
near each other seems remarkable. Forst- 
meyer always had a tender spot in his 
heart for this poor afflicted boy. I great- 
ly regret tbat he should come to bis end 
m this manner while in our care,but don't 
know how I could have prevented the oc- 
currence. Fred had no motive in living 
and I consider it a mercy be is at rest, I 
bare long known Mr. Forstmeyer and es- 
teemed bim for many good qualities, ind 
feel in his death tbe Institution has lost a 
warm sunporter'and I a friend.

HELD TO BAIL IN 9300. 


Tb* AlU««d "Or." Bunce Strikes a Qood- 


Blsed B nag in Deoatur. 


From Saturdays Dally. 


In our issue of last evening we chroni- 


cled tbe (act tbat one Alonzo W. Bunce 
had been arrested a few hours before by 
Sheriff Foster on complaint of Dr. Cass 
Cbenowelb 
He is charged with prac- 


ticing medicine in tbis city without a reg- 
ular license from the Illinois Slate Board 
of Health, and contrary to the laws of the 
state. Bunce appeared before Justice 
Curtis and the case was submitted to him 
without trial upon on agreed state of al- 
leged facts. 
Bunce was placed under 


bond of $100, and tbis afternoon Justice 
Curtis having' fully examined the law 
bearing on the case, held the accused to 
ball In the sum of $300 to await the 
action of the December grand jury. 
The Justice held Mr. Bunce in brief be- 
cause be bad not complied with the re- 
quirements of tbe state law. Tbe priso- 
ner admitted that be bad not filed bis 
affidavit with the state board of health, 
setting fortu that be had practiced medi- 
cine in Illinois 10 years previous to 1877, 
and also admitted that be bad not regis- 
tered with tbe county clerks any births 
or deaths as tbe new law requires physi- 
cians to do. 


It was stated by the prosecution tbat A. 


W. Bunce had not registered as a practi- 
cing physician as required by tbe new 


law, 
which went into effect in 1877, and 


bad no license, and this be did not deny. 
Bunce is beat known in and about Maroa, 
where It is stated by a well-informed resi- 
dent of that place "he commenced his 
career in medicine as hostler aod errand 
boy for Dr. Axton, and finally 0 or 8 years 
before 1877, be began to talk about Ms 
knowledge of medicine, and afterwards 
assumed tbe title of Doctor." 
At a late 


term of our circuit court Mr. Bunce was 
indicted with Herman Dow for advertis- 
ing as an abortionist and attempting to 
commit'an abortion-. Herman Dow went 
to tbe penitentiary for three years, and 
the Bunce. cases were stricken from the 
docket with leave to reinstate them on 
motion of the state's attorney. Be lately 
came here from Maroa, cad we under- 
stand he has had several patients here. 
He attended George Croxey, tbe colored 
yonng man who it is said was ill with 
nothing but tbe chills and fever. 
His 


death was a great surprise to bis friends, 
Mr. Bunce also attended Mra. Catherine 
Nale whom he claims to have cured. 


At three o'clock thlsi afternoon Mr. 


Bunce had not furnished tbe required bail, 
but be bad secured tbe name of Jacob 
Rife, of Hickory township, to the bond, 
and hoped to secure another person to go 
security for bis appearance before sua 
down.

Dr. Agnew, 
who left on tbe morning train for Phil- 
adelphia, could not say that the presi- 
dent had improved in any particular, 
save in the improved tone of the stom- 
ach. On the other hand, the parotid 
swelling remains about tbe same. Tbere 
has been a slight decrease of tempera- 
ture and pulsation over that recorded 
yesterday. The great crisis to which 
attention was called yesterday is post- 
poned till tbe suppuration oi the paro- 
lid gland.
